>y property owners of the suburban conn- 
ies in the system of road making iiiaugu- 
ated by Chauncey B. Kipley iu Union 
ounty, N. J. 
Koads that have been con- 


idered of the lirst class, and that have cost 
nougb to make a solid and durable highway 
mvo been so softened by the wet weather that 
,hey have succumbed to the strain of ordi- 
nary teaming, and are cut to pieces and 
earned with dangerous ruts. 


"Our public roads are generally laid out 


0 feet wide. Of this width one-fifth, or 
bout 13 feet, on each side is allowed and 
used for sidewalks and shade treep. The 
ouutry roads are macadamized ouly Ki leet 
n width or eight feet on each side of the 
enter line, which the surveyor first deiines, 
md which, when found, controls all other 
ines in the progress oC the work. 


"The first among the essentials of a hrst- 
lass road is drainage. The contract, speci- 
ications and drawings all provide for such

s laid the roadbed is perfectly graded, witli 
eierence to sheddim? water toward the 
side as well as carrying it oil lengthwise 
The center of tho roadbed is higher, and the 
slope to each side is regular.
